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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the examiner's 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph rejection directed at claim 3 is improper, contending that the term "approximately" is ubiquitous in patent 
claims and therefore it is not indefinite. Further asserting that the claim language and the language in the specification are consistent. 

Examiner disagrees sand reiterates, the term "approximately", given in the context of claim 3, "transmitting portions of the graphical data 
to such that no more than approximately 2 kilobits of graphical data is transmitted per second" (claim 3 lines 2-3, emphasis added) and 
contrasted with its usage in the specification, "Accordingly, with reference to block 308, the graphical data is transmitted at a controlled 
rate (under the control of the transmission control manager 214) that does not exceed a predetermined maximum data transfer rate. By 
way of example, the maximum data transfer rate is set to approximately 2 kilobits per second," render the claim indefinite. Transmitting at 
approximately Y that does not exceed X (what the specification states), is different than transmitting at more than approximately X. As 
stated previously, given the current claim language, "a predetermined maximum data transfer rate" not to be exceeded exists does not 
exist. In order to be consistent, the claim only needs to recite setting a maximum transfer rate at an approximate value, and transmitting 
portions of graphical data which will not exceed that value. 

The applicant requests explicit identification of the lines from previously cited "Signals and Systems" (Oppenheim) where frequency 
division multiplexing inherently requires transmitting data "at a controlled rate that does not exceed a predetermined maximum data 
transfer rate." 

The examiner disagrees. Oppenheim, page 594, sec 8.3, paragraph 1, lines 4-7, discloses transmission over a single wideband channel, 
which has inherent transmission limits. 

With respect to the arguments directed at the claims 6-12, 17-24, and 26-27, they are non-persuasive and the applicant is directed to the 
rejections presented in the previous action.
